The Bureau is interested in identifying an individual 
known as "PAUL," who was stated by Nicholas DOZENBiRG, former Soviet 
agent, to have initiated DOZENBENG Xo Soviet espionag Xn Cnina in 
1933 or early 1934. When interviewed by Bureau Agents in 1944; 
DOZENBERG stated that "PAUL" frequently contacted him and that 
"PAUL" had a group of Chinese agents accumulating information 
relative to Japanese military activities. The Sovict organization 
which was engaged in this activity was statea to have been directed 
by one ABRAHMS who resided in Shanghai. According to DUGENDEM, 
-/AbradMS was arrested by the British Police during the latter part 
of 1935 or early 1936, and at the time of his arrest had in his 
possession documents indicating that "PAUL" was an agent working 
under him. As a result of ABRAHMS'! arrest, it was necessary for 
"PAUL" to leave Tientsin ana return vo “MOSCOW. No one replaced 
"PAUL," and DOZENBERG received no funds from the organization for 
a considerable period of time. 


Could you ascertain the identities of ABRAHAS and "PAUL"

I saw Mr [T P. Givens late of the Shanghai Police, who has retired. 


He is staying at the Imperial Hotel, Russell Square, until Tuesday 
the 12th May, after which he is going to his home at Glen of Aherlow, 
Tipperary, Ireland. 

He has been in Shanghai 29 years and has a very intimate knowledge 
of conditions and procedure out there, 

He said that the United Front policy in China had taken the form of 
anti-Japanese agitation carried on through the Communist Party of China. "He 
thought also that the third party, the moving spirit of which is Mme. SUN YAT 
SEN, would become very prominent. It has always acted more or less in 
Communist interests in demanding freedom of the press, fair trial for 
political prisoners, etc. Her activities correspond to some extent to those 
of the Civil Liberties Union. The head of her party was executed by the 
Chinese some time ago and doubtless they would attack her if it was not for 
her influential position and relations. 

Mr Givens said that there had so far been no real organised 
successful attempt to re-establish the Far Eastern Bureau, which was broken 
up at the time of the arrest of NOULENS @ RUEGG. He thinks that CLASS was 
beginning to get things going, but that he became alarmed by the observation 
on his movements and left hurriedly on Christmas Day 1932, for Vladivostock. 
Since his departure there have been a number of Soviet envoys, the principal 
of whom was| RIVOSH] Mr Givens said that in his own opinion this 
really out for money and that he was also supplying information to the 
Japanese. It appears that RIVOSH had an agent who was a highly-placed 
official of Chian Kai Shek, through whom he obtained detailed information 
about the plans of the Chinese Army. The Chinese suspected this individual

that they might see whether he made contact with local Communists, The envoy 


got off the boat at Hankow and evaded the watchers, but his wife proceeded to 


Shanghai where she was visited by an agent was was subsequently traced back 
to RIVOSH. It was in this way that RIVOSH was arrested. He only received a 
light sentence of two years owing to pressure by the Japanese. 

Mr Givens said that the Japanese had considerable influence in 
these matters. He thought that the Chinese might possibly be ready to 
release the RUEGGS, but that the Japanese would not allow this, as at the time 
of his trial proof had been forthcoming that he had a net-work of agents in 
Japan. According to Mr Givens, the RUEGGS are well treated, by Chinese 
standards. They are allowed to see each other for an hour every day, have 
fairly good quarters and any literature that they wish to obtain. At one 
time they were allowed to receive any visitors who made application to the 
Police, but these visits have now been restricted. The identity of the 
RUEGGS was never really definitely established. When they were arrested their 
photographs were circulated to all branches of the Chinese Kuo Min Tang 
abroad. The local branch in Johannesburg forwarded a photograph of a number 
of people who attended a Communist meeting there in 1928. This photograph 
contained portraits of a man and woman who were thought to be identical with 

A copy of this photograph is in the possession of the Shanghai 
Police. Mr Givens did not know whether the matter had ever been taken up 
the South African authorities. 

Mr Givens, who is 47 years of age, is anxious 
some further employment on the lines of his late work. I said that 
none at the moment, but if anything did turn up I would let him know. 

Mr Givens told me that anti-Communist activity elsewhere than in 
the zones of the Army was mainly under the direction of the Kuo Min Tang Party 
For this purpose the Party had a secret agent in Shanghai with whom Mr Givens 
had been in touch. When RIVOSH had been at the head of the Far Eastern Bureau 
this Kuo Min Tang agent had been in his paye
